FADING WHEAT TO HOGS- 

Experiment of a Kansas Farmer 
Has Encouraging Resnlts v 

Feeding wheat to hogs with a pro- 
fft is a new thing In Kansas, but that 
is what is being done In Harper coun- 
ty, and the chances are that farmers 
generally will dispose of their surplus 
wheat in that way in the future. Al- 
ready the experiments made are 
attracting a great deal of attention, 
and farmers who have a surplus of 
wheat on hand will fully satisfy them- 
selves on this matter before disposing 
of It at the present prices. 

W. II. H. Froemati.a leading farmer 
of Harper county, has been experi- 
mlnting, aud the results are not only 
satisfactory, but surprising. Last 
week he marketed six hogs, which 
wore just six months old. They av r- 
aged 225 pounds each. Two months 
ago he comnieuced feeding them 
ground wheat. He reports that wheat 
excels corn as a pork producer. He 
soaks the ground wheat from six to 
twelve hours. The trough is always 
cleaned before feeding. A little ashes, 
salt and coal are used as appetizers, 
but not mixed with the slop. One of 
the pigs gained twenty-seven pounds 
in thirteen days. 

Mr. Freeman says that when hogs 

80 cents, and that he has demonstra- 
ted to his own satisfaction that sixty 
pounds of wheat will produce twenty 
pounds of pork. Under such condi- 
tions he says, the farmers will make 
money by feeding their surplus wheat 
to ho^s. Many farmers in southern 
Kansas are buying hogs, and will test 
experiment fully.

The other day I came across an old 
copy of the Weekly Kentucky Yeo- 
man, dated Frankfort, Ky., July 7, 
1842. One item it contains would in- 
dicate that the hard times of which 
we are now complaining are really 
times of prosperity and plenty com- 
pared with the hard times of '42. It 
is as follows : 

As on" of the instances of hard 
times, we give the following state- 
ment of bona title sales of property on 
twelve mouths credit, which recently 
took place at an administrator's sale 
in Woodford county, viz: One cow. 
formerly valued at #25, sold for IL 
Two mules, worth a year ago $45 each 
sold for #1.50 each; a good borse sold 
for #7 ; another flue horse which cost 
sold for#40;a three-year-old filly #170, 
which sold when one year old for $10, 
now brought #3. 

It is said that in the fall of 1824 all 
the crops of 160 acres of land, and a 
considerahle quantity of live stocll 
besides, belonging to Simeon Bohan- 
lion, who lived in what is now the 
Pisgsh neighborhood, were sold under 
execution, and thai the entire sale 
amounted to only NO, So don't com- 
plain of hard limes and low pliers any 
more —Woodford Sun.

REV. HOWARD, 

The Noted Swindler, Safe in the 
in the Penitentiary. 

A Columbus, Ohio, special of Jan. 
25, saye: 

Rev. G. F. B. Howard, a United 
States prisoner and one of the most 

torious swindlers in the world, con- 

cted at Jackson Tenn., at a cost or 
#75,000 by the Federal Government, 
has arrived at the pen, to commence 
his nine years' sentence. 

''His operations extended all over 
the United States and included the 
best known methods practiced by men 
of his ilk. He has been a doctor, 
lawyer, preacher and editor, and has 
sailed under a dozen or more aliases. 

At Jackson, Tenn., ho was indicted 
on eight bills for fraudulently using 
the mails to circulate documents rela- 
tive to his bogus European claim 
agency, by means of which he reaped 
a rich harvest, before being apprehen- 
ded. A first trial resulted in a jury 
disagreement, but on a second he ua> 
eonvii led ami sentenced to nine years' 
imprisonment. Ho t .ok a leading 
part iu Hie conduct of his own defense. 

Lewis Red Wine, ex-cashier of the 
Gate City National Bank at Atlanta, 
Ga„ also arrived today, to serve six 
years for embezzling #100,000 of the 
bank's money. He pleaded guilty to 
the charge. 



FIRST PRACTICAL TEST- j 

Trial of the Hydraulic Tnnnel at 
Niagara Falls, New York 

The first practical test ot the great 
hydraulic tunnel, Which has been 
under construction for the past three 
years, at Niagara Palls, was made on 
Thursday morning. When the gales 
were raised at the entrance leading 
from the big hydraulic . anal to the 
wheel pit of the Niagara Fallr Paper 
Company's mills, the waters of the 
upper river rushed through their new 
found channel to the wheel -house, 
where they poured down the penstock 
of the Of the pit, a huge iron structure 
thirteen feet in diameter.for a distance 
of 155 feet, then striking in an upward 
rcction three of the largest turbitn 
heels ever built and thence passing 
to the big tunnel and flowing out 
under the city to the river below the 
fall-, nearly two miles distant from 
the point of the fall. 

This test shows what many thou- 
sands have been waiting to see, a 
practical demonstration of the great 
scheme for harnessing the terrific 
power of the Niagara, a scheme which 
has already cost nearly $4,000,000. 
The test proved a satisfactory one, and 
e mill is now iu full operation. 

An important Decission

contract with the State aud are ex- 
empted from local taxes, but thai 
banks and trust companies organized 
since the repeal or Hewitt law may be 
taxed.

Poultry in England 

In a lecture before an English poul- 
try school the instructor, Mr. E. 
Browne, F. L. S., strongly urged that 
poultry be given their proper place; 
they should be regarded as an impor- 
tant part of the live Hock farm-, and 
that they should lie bred with tho 
same care and managed with the i 
■ kill as other sloca, and that cottagers 
hould have opportunities of adding 
0 their incomes by poultry keeping. 
Then he was sure they would get 
satisfactory results. 

The lectuiur emphasized the growth 
ot imports, which have risen from 
11,500,000 in 1854 to *2 1,882,240. 
addition to $20,000,000 paid to Ireland 
in 1892 for eggs and poultry alone. 
It was also shown that in England 
fhcrei8only one fowl for every 
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Rotation of crops not only aids in 
maintaining or increasing fertility, 
but it helps to rid the ground of iu- 
lecta. 

Salt mixed with stable manure will 
hasten decomposition and render it 
more quickly available for the use of 
crops. 

Study the question of combatting 
the insect enemies of the orchard, and 
be ready to prevent their injurious 
work. 

Therj is no objection to people buy 
ing oleomargarine if they want it.

The long life of uprightness lived 
by Mr. Mitchell in this county 
gives a most emphatic denial to 
any such assertion.

Besides Speed la Bldta* 

There are practically four strokes 
to be learned in polo— forehand, both 
near and off side, and backhand dit- 
to. Of these the forehand off side is 
worth all the others put together, 
as far as scoring is concerned, and if 
a man can hit this stroke well he is 
in a fair way of becoming a valuable 
assistant to his side. It is usually 
the first stroke tackled by a begin 
ner.and it is sometimes never learned. 

Supposing a gigantic clock dial sus 
pended facing the ,0ft side of the 
pony and parallel with its sides, the 
etroke would be started about with 
the stick horizontal an 1 at about 9 
o'clock. By the time it got 1 
point opposite 2 o'clock the arm and 
stick would be almost in a straight 
line, and with a mighty swing the 
three-quarter circle would be com- 
pleted and the ball struck when the 
stick had reached 6 o'clock. This is 
the only etroke in which the stick 
should describe more than a half cir 
cle. The left shoulder should be 
thrown well forward, the face turned 
almost squaro to the ball. 

In the off sid*) backhand stroke the 
body should be square to the front, 
but slightly leaning toward the off 
side, the right arm raised to about 
the level of the head and slightly 
bent, and the stick start at 12 o'clock 
and finish the stroke at 6 o'clock. 

The near side strokes should gen- 
erally be used to straighten the ball 
or get it away from an adversary, 
though some men Beem to have a 
special aptitude for them and are 
able to make accurate and fairly long 
strokes almost as well on the near 
side as on the off. The body in the 
near side forehand stroke is bent to 
the left, the right shoulder advanced, 
tho right arm brought well back 
the chest and the stroke start- 
ed with the 6tick perpendicular. The 
near side backhand stroke is usually 
more or less df a downward "jab." 

Most of those who are competent 
to teach the game would prefer to 
see a tyro miss the ball at speed 
when practicing than hit it at a walk.

There are 4,500 different species of 
what are popularly known as wild 
bees,of which 3,200 are found in North 
and South America. 

The beauty of the comb produced 
and the honey-gathering qualities of 
the bee are more important than a bee 
which is pleasing to the eye. 

Producers who ship honey, extract 
ed or comb, should endeavor to pre 
vent leakage, which is a loss to al 
concerned and an injury to the trade. 

Extracted honey requires less skll', 
but there is more profit In producing 
the bes: white comb, for which there 
is always a demand, and which never 
■offer* from competition with a cheap 
counterfeit. 

In Russia bees are said to winter 
well in the open air, in spite of the se- 
vere cold, when the harvest is good, 
but alter a bad season losses are dUat- 
irons. The great requisite for success- 
ful wintering there seems to be good 
food. 

A chemical analysis of honey shows 
that while nectar of flowers undergoes 
certain chemical changes in the stom- 
ach of the bee, no such change occurs 
after honey is deposited In the comb. 
Much water, however, remains to be 
evaporated by hive heat and the fan- 
ning of the bees, and experiments in 
evaporating by solar heat under glass 
promises good results.
